IN the Senate, on the 20th, after the pas- 
sage of 120 House Pension bills and the 
transaction of other routine business, con- 
sideration of the Nicaragua Canal bill was 
resumed. Mr. Vest made a long speech in 
opposition to the bill, taking the ground 
that the Bulwer-Clayton treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
was stillin foree.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 
AgpotTt one o'clock on the morning of 
the 20th Casterline & Co.’s nitro-glycer- 
ine magazine, four miles from Findlay, 
O., exploded with a report that was 
heard for fifty miles around. About 
500 quarts oi the explosive went up. 
‘No details can be learned, but it is prob- 
able that some’lives have been lost. 

On the 20th an assassin fired a revolv- 
er at General Roca, in Buenos Ayers, 
wounding him slightly. The would-be 
murderer was immediately arrested, 
and precautions taken to prevent a ris- 
ing against the Government. 

Fioops in the Salt 
have eansed $125,000 damage, chiefly in 
and near Phoenix, Ariz. Five Pima In- 
dians have beer drowned. Gov. Irwin 
has taken steps to relieve the destitute, 
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On the night of the 2ist the ship 
Elizabeth was driven on the rocks and 
wrecked in Tennessee Cove, four miles 
north of San Francisco harbor. The 
captain and seventeen of the ship's 
crew were drowned. The captain's 
wife and two children were taken from 
a boat bya tug and saved; but the 
boat's crew, returning to the ship, per- 
ished with the rest of the ship's crew. 
Owing to the severity of the storm the 
wreck was inaccessible by tug or life 
boat. 

ROBERT THompson and Richard Red- 
more, boys, who saw Louisa Kauffman 
break through the ice of the canal at 
Reehester, N. Y.. on which she was 
skating, on the 22d, ran to her aky 
Young Thompson sprang into the water 
and seized the drowning girl, but in his 
efforts to rescue her both sank under 
the ice twice. Redmore crept out to the 
edge of the hole, and taking off his 
overcoat, threw one sleeve of it toward 
his companion.

THE ELECTION BILL. 


Errors and Misrepresentations of Oppos- 
ing Forces. 

In a recent interview Senator Ed- 
munds, of Vermont, gave the following 
sensible views concerning the election 
bill: He said that the opposition to the 
election bill could be classed under the 
four D’s. First, the Democrat pure and 
simple; second, the Dough-face of the 
North who always sides with the South- 
ern wing of his party; third the Dema- 
gogue who, in the form of the mug- 
wump, always seeks to have peace at 
any price, and fourth Dives, the rich 
New York grocer, who thinks 
that if the election bill were passed 
he might not be able to sell as 
much tea and sugar in the South as be- 
fore. 

The Senator wasasked: ‘What is the 
real reason of the tremendous opposi- 
tion the South has made to the election 
bill?” 

He replied: ‘History has a habit of 
repeating itself. We are now encoun- 
tering the same situation, in some re- 
spects, that we had thirty years age. 
We had then in politics a small-slave- 
holding oligarchy, whose power in poli- 
tics depended entirely upon the exist- 
ence of slavery. Their power was 
threatened through the attempt to 
abolish slavery. There were people in 
the country, however, who regarded 
slavery as a crime and, without any 
thought of loss, actuated by an adher- 
ence to principle, moved against this 
great wrong. Then the Democrat, the 
Dough-face, the Demagogue and Dives 
advanced the same arguments against 
any agitation of the subject, against 
any thing which would impair the 
peaceful relations of the North and 
the South, that are heard now. To-day 
the situation is similar, in that this 
same oligarchy has now begun to build 
upa similar system of power in the 
South. This system contemplates 
placing the absolute control of its 
political affairs in the hands of a few 
men, the descendants of the former 
slave-holding aristocracy. This is 
shown in the adoption of the Missis- 
sippi constitution. This constitution 
will undoubtedly be copied by all of 
the other Southern States. 

“The declaration that we have for a 
moment thought of trying to control 
the local affairs in the Southern States 
is, to use plain language, a lie. Such 
misrepresentation is a part of the hue 
and cry raised against this measure. 
It is said that we are offering a measure 
which shall give the negro aspremacy 
in the South, and that the white people 
are therefore to be sympathized with 
because they will not submit to such 
domination. This bill relates strictly 
to National affairs. It provides simply 
for an inspection and supervision of 
this Southern oligarchical machine in 
the election of members to Congress. 
On the floor to-day the South has twice 
the strength of the North in propor- 
tion to the votes cast.” 

The Senator was asked if there was 
any thing in the bill which would justi- 
fy the use of the army or the bayonet 
at the polls. 

He replied that this was another of 
the lies told concerning the measure. 
The army was now so restricted in its 
uses that if a mob were to-morrow to 
attack the Treasury of the United 
States to sack it, the President would 
have no real authority to call to its pro- 
tection the troops from [Tort Myer. 
Undoubtedly the President would ex- 
ercise a doubtful authority under such 
circumstances, and be fully justified, 
but the fact remains that he would 
have no real authority. The army was 
thus restricted by the Democrats when 
they came into power following the 
election of Mr. Hayes. During the year 
1878 they made just such a fight as they 
have made now on the election laws 
which were then on the. statute books. 
These election laws were repealed in 
all of their essential provisions, and to 
secure the approval of the Republican 
President, were placed in the appropri- 
ation bills. The Democrats then 
threatened the country then as they do 
now with the possibilities of an extra 
session. The Democrats adhered to 
their plan and the President vetoed 
the appropriation bills. This re- 
sulted in the adjournment of 
Congress without providing for a 
proper maintenance of the Gov- 
ernment. An extra session was called, 
and in that extra session such conces- 
sions were made as to result practically 
ina triumph for the Democrats. The 
election laws were nullified. And prac- 
tically with such nullification went the 
constitutional amendments following 
the war, passed for the protection of the 
colored man in his newly-acquired 
rights.” 

“Then, in your judgment, the war 
was practically fought in vain?” 

“It practically was, so far as the 
breaking down of the unrepublican sys- 
tem of acquiring political power built 
up by these slave-holding oligarchies is 
concerned. This association of political 
conspirators threatened before the war 
that they would wreck the Government 
and divide the country if they could not 
have their own way. They were ready 
to goto war then when their political 
power was threatened, and judging by 
their threats and their demonstrations, 
they are to-day as ready for a similar 
situation. if they can not retain absolute 
power. Whether it is good policy to 
contest the claims of these gentlemen 
is a subject I do not care to diseuss. It 
is a question of principle higher than 
any question of policy. It is a situation 
that will not be permitted to endure 
when once the public realizes what the 
South is doing and proposes tg do.”—N. 
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THE EFFECT IN THE SOUTH. 


Results of the Failure to Pass the Election 
Bill. 

Some of the Representatives of the 
Southeastern States in Congress have 
painted in lurid colors the effects of the 
proposed Federal elections bill on what 
they call their “section.” They seem 
to have scared a few Republicans and 
all the mugwumps into the belief that 
the passage of the bill would inaugur- 
ate a reign of terror in those States. 

But who has considered what will be 
the effect in the rebellious States of a 
failure to pass this bill? 

Such a failure will confirm the rebels 
in their belief that ‘‘the South is in the 
saddle” again. It will give a new im- 
petus to intimidation, boycotting, 
cheating, false counting and murder. It 
will convinee the oligarchs of the 
Southeastern States that the United 
States Government will interfere 
with their nefarious schemes no more, 
and that they may go on with 
a free hand to “run” things just exactly 
as they please. It will give anew im- 
pulse to the murdering of post-maste?s 
and United States marshals. It will en- 
courage the Southeastern people to 
hope that they may be at last entirely 
rid of what they call the ‘hateful 
hirelings’”’ of the federal Government. 

There are a good many Republicans 
still left in the Southeastern States. 
They have stgod up through all manner 
of persecution for what they believed 
to be right. They knew that the card- 
inal doctrine of the Republican party 
was a free ballot and a fair count, and 
they believed it would never falter in 
its devotion to that doctrine. They are 
unanimously in fayor of the elections 
bill, and they regard the prospect of its 
failure with feelings akin to despair. 
They know, as Northern Republicaaus 
do not and can not know, what a fail- 
ure of the bill means. 

It is as much as any man’s life is 
worth now in many parts of Florida, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana, Texas and Arkansas to be an ac- 
tive Republican. If the elections bill 
fails, all hope of any _ possible 
justice for ‘Republican voters will 
be gone, and there will be no pos- 
sible incentive for Republicans in any 
of the rebellious States even to go to 
the polls, much less to court assassina- 
tion by trying to organize and keep 
alive the Republican party in their dis- 
tricts. 

There are no State elections now in 
most of the States mentioned. If. this 
bill fails there will be no elections for 
Congress or for President. The whole 
Southeast will be run by Democratic 
caucuses. 

The effect of all this on the material 
prosperity of that “section” can not fail 
to be bad. No Northern man cares to 
invest his capital, much less to make his 
home, in a State where he is taxed ab- 
solutely without representation. If the 
Southeast could only see it, it is to 
their interest, material as well as moral, 
to hold fair elections. But experience 
alone will teach them this. They have 
become so used to oligarchy that a Re- 
publiean form of government. is abhor- 
rent to them. If the elections bill 
should pass, it would help the Southeast 
more than any other measure that could 
be put on the statute books; if it fails, 
they must dree their own weird.—N. Y.

WV YORK IN ‘92 


Enormous Growth of the Cities 
in the Empire State 








Makes Democratic Success in 
1892 Almost Certain. 


What the Census Shows—The Interior 
Counties Actually 
and Lesing Voters in a Greater Ratio. 
For the First Time City Voters in New 


York State Outnumber Country Voters. 


Losing Population, 


New York, Feb. 27.—The Sun prints 
the following on the political outlook in 
the empire state : 

New York city, as is well known, fell 
short by Porter’s census, 200,000 of the 
police figures, while in Brooklyn the 
proved discrepancy was 58,000. Not- 
withstanding these facts, and despite all 
efforts on the part of the Republicans to 
hide them, the growth of the Demo- 
cratic counties during the past ten years 
has been steady and continuous, while 
the population of the interior counties 
which are Republican strongholds is ac- 
tually diminishing. To just what ex- 
tent this thing has gone, is shown by a 
comparison of the population of the sure 
Republican counties in 1880 with what 
it was in 1890. 

In other words, even according to the 
partial and partisan census made by the 
Republican enumerators, there are in 
the twenty-seven strongest Republican 
counties in the state, from which, chiefly, 
for the past thirty-five years the big Re- 
publican majorities have been recruited, 
35,000 fewer inhabitants than they had 
ten years ago; and it must be remeim- 
bered, asa significant and not uninter- 
esting fact in connection with it, that 
where the population diminishes, the 
falling off in the number of electors is 
always in still greater ratio, fur of those 
who leave declining or @ecaying com- 
munities to sirike out im new fields for 
themselves, the number of men, and es- 
pecially of young men, is much greater 
than the number of women. This has 
of late years been seen in New England, 
and it is coming to be the rule in many 
of the interior rural counties of New 
York, as the late census figures prove. 

While the population in the Republi- 
cap counties has been falling off the 
population of the Democratic counties, 
even according to the Porter figures, has 
been on the increase. There area ba- 
ker’s dozen of sure Democratic counties 
in this state, and this ts how the census 
figures of 1890 compares the population 
admitted to have been found in each 
with that of 1880; and these figures fail 
to do mere than partial justice to the 
facts; gain in Democratic counties in 
ten years 580,295. 

ftemarkable as is the growth in popu- 
lation of the Democratic counties, and 
the falling off in Republican counties, it 
is far Jess significant and far less impor- 
tant than the gain of population in the 
cities and its decrease in the country 
districts, when regarded wholly apart 
from political lines. 

Aceording to the final figures of the 
late census the number of persons count- 
ed in this state last year was 5,997,859, 
against 5,082,952. The increase during 
the past ten years, as given by the fig- 
ures, thus amounted to 900,000, toward 
which the seven largest cities of the 
state alone contributed 738,530, against 
about 175,000 fromm the whole remainder 
of the state. The latter increase, too, 
was wholly in the cities of second-class, 
and in the big townships of the state, 
the country districts showing a uniform 
falling off, 

It is evident from all this, that the 
sceptre of political power in the Empire 
State is, by the inexorable logic of 
events, passing from the country dis- 
tricts into the cities of the state, which 
this year, for the first time in its history 
haye collectively more than half of the 
voting population of New York. There 
are sixty counties and thirty cities in 
the state, and in every previous year the 
vote cast by electors in districts not in- 
corporated as cities exceeded the vote 
cast in the cities. It would not be fair 
or wise to conclude from this that this 
change necessarily betokens Democratic 
ascendancy in the future. Such a state- 
ment could not, indeed, be supported by 
the facts, the Republican party haveing 
in the past twenty years made much 
greater headway in securing recruits in 
the cities than in the country districts, 
where the Democrats have rather more 
than held their own. The meaning of 
it is that the cities of the state can, if 
they choose, dominate the politics of 
New York hereafter by numerical su- 
periority, quite apart from all other eon- 
siderations, and that the cities are 
naturally Democratic all experience 
teaches. 


WESTERN ECONOMIC CONVENTION. 


Economic Interests to Be Considered Im 
Cemmercial Congress at Kansas City, 


ToPEKA, Kan., Feb. 27.—The resebu- 
tion inviting the western states to par- 
ticipate in a commercial congress for 
the consideration of economic questions 
affecting western interests, has been 
passed by the Kansas legislature, re- 
ceiving the votes of Republicans, Demo- 
crats and Alliance men alike. 

It has been decided to hold the con- 
gress ia Kansas city on April 15, the 
meeting to continue one week. 

The states and territories invited are 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Illinois east of 
the Mississippi river, and Louisiana, Tex- 
as, Arkansas, Oklahoma territory, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, South Dakota,South 
Dakota, Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, 
New Mexico. Utah, Idaho, Washington, 
Oregon, Arizona, Nevada and Cali- 
fernia. 

At least one-half of the states and ter- 
ritories named haye already responded 
favorably, and in some instances the 
delegates hiave been appointed.

NOT MUCH OF AFLOOD. 


Opinion of a Levee Engineer as to the 
High Water, 

MEMPHIS, Feb. 27.—J. T. G. Dabney, 
chief engineer of the upper Mississippi 
levee district, wasin the city, and was 
asked about the rise in the river, and its 
probable result. He said: 

“It is too early new to predict with 
certainty the extent of what high water 
may be expected. \jThe water now in 
sight will give us a pretty stiff stage 
throughout the vailey, but not reaching 
high water and not of long duration. 
Bat this is one period in a progressive 
stage of high water development, with 
strong possibilities of more precipitation 
over the Ohio vaHey, with additional 
floods which may be announced any 
time. Sol willsay in general that the 
chances are largely in favor of a very 
considerable rise. 

“Tam not informed explicitly asto the 
status of levee work elsewhere than in 
my own levee district, but my general 
information is that in the Greenville dis- 
trict the levees are in a very fair condi- 
tion, and that, while in Louisiana and 
Arkansas the levees are not so good as 
in Mississippi, they have a better fight- 
ing chance than they had last year. My 
own levees are in very good shape, and 
I have no apprehensions from any water 
that is liable to come, as at all points 
where special weakness was developed 
last year, the levees have been made 
abundantly strong during the past sea- 
son.”

, IN THE ELECTRICAL WORLD. 


—A telephone line about five miles 
long has been established in Iceland, 
and is regarded as a great curiosity, be- 
,ing the first ever established on the 
Island. 
—A constable ina Western city re- 
cently chained the armature of a dyna- 
mo so that it could not be operated be- 
cause the company had not paid up all 
its taxes to the city. 

—Much as has been accomplished in 
the way of electrical inventions, the 
chances are that only the outer edge of 
the measureless field has as yet been 
touched.—Inventive Age. 

—Italy is experimenting with pens 
electrically controlled for the determin- 
ation of the speed attained by a vessel 
Pbetween floating objects thrown from 
the deck of a vessel herself. 

—A third line of telegraph between 
Berlin and Rome, 1,210 miles long, is to 
be constructed through Ravaria and the 
Tyrol, instead of Switzerland, like the 
present limes. The wire will be of 
bronze, and three millimetres in diame- 
ter. 

—Port Arthur proposes to raise $75,- 
000 to build and operate an electric 
street railway to Fort William. The 
assessed value of Port Arthur is $1,745,- 
788, and the present debenture debt 
is $158,855.—The Commercial, Winni- 
peg. 

—From experiments made in Rich- 
mond, Va., with electric heaters, it 
seems probable that a passenger coach 
can be kept warm at an expense of two 
cents an hour, the current being sup 
plied by a dynamo on the locomotive or 
tender. . 

—New York City has 1,357 electric 
lights atan annual cost of $90 each; 
New Orleans has 1,010, at $130 each; 
Philadelphia has 800, at $177 each; To- 
ledo, O., has 400, at $100 each; Scranton, 
Pa., has 332, at $90 each, and Spring- 
field, Mass., has 300, at $83.30 cach. 

—Domestic electric lighting is being 
extensively introduced in Philadelphia. 
One of the many private plants success- 
fully runs a shop and a laundry, as well 
as a sewing-machine, ventilating fans, 
a simplex are light, which is hung over 
the lawn during the summer to attract 
the bugs. 

—The genius of street railroading,” 
said Mr. John Stevenson, the oldest 
street car builder in the United States, 
‘is in disintegrating the masses. Rap- 
id transit can be best accomplished by 
using small carrying units and enough 
of them. And that is why I think the 
electric car of the future will be light, 
strong, not large, and run on a four- 
wheel truck with a good running-gear 
and fixed wheels. It is a mistake to 
build electric cars large, and put them 
on six or eight-wheel trucks. As long 
ago as 1834-6 it was proved by me, here 
in New York, that the eight-wheel car 
was unsatisfactory. Running electric 
cars in trains is also a mistake, to my 
mind, for the reason first mentioned.” 

—It has recently been noticed that 
a large number of light gold coins are 
in circulation, and the discovery has 
been made that the ‘‘sweating” is ac- 
complished by electrolysis. The scien- 
tific swindler constructs an_ electro- 
deposition plant, using a ten-dollar gold 
piece as an anode and asmall metal 
plate as a cathode. The battery is ‘“‘set 
in motion” and, presto! in a few min- 
utes fifty cents worth of gold is depos- 
ited on the metal plate, and the gold 
coin is worth so much less than before. 
As the gold is removed equally from 
all parts of the surface of the coin, its 
appearance is scarcely altered by the 
process, only an expert being able to 
detect the slight blurring of the desiga 
and lettering.—Electrical Review.
